Washington, October ull 
tails of the plan for a $135,000,000 loan 
fund to take care of the surplus cotton 
crop were made public tonight by the 
federal reserve board. 

The board’s outline of the plan was 
sent to clearing house associations 
throughout the country. Responses 
are expected before the end of the 
week and officials were hopeful to- 
night that the plan would meet with 
sufficiert banking support to make its 


adoption certain. 

The outline differs only in detall 
from the previous announcements of 
the board. The fund, it shows, is to 
be administered under direction of a 
committee to be known as the central 
committee, to be composed of the in- 
dividual reserve board members. 

Members of Loan Committee. 

Actual administration of the fund 
will be witer a “cotton loan commit- 
tee,”’ consisting of these members: 

* W. P. Harding, member of the board, 
chairman; Paul M. Warburg, of the 
board; Colonel FE. M. House, Austin, 
‘Texas; A. H. Wiggin, New York; 
James S. “lexander, New York; James 
B. Forgan, Chicago; Festus J. Wade, 
St. Louis; Levi L, Rue, Philadelphia, 
and William A. Gaston, Boston. : 

There are to be two classes of sub- 
acriptions. The first will be known 
as class “A,” will aggregate $100,000,- 
000 and will be raised in non-cotton 
producing states. Class “B” subscrip- 
tions are to be made by banks or 
bankers in cotton producing states. 

Applications for loans must be sub- 
mitted to state and local committees, 
which are required to approve tnem 
and made through banks or bankers. 
Applications must be accompanied by 
subscriptions to class “B” amounting 
to 36 per cent of the loan requested, 
go that non-cotton producing states 
participating will loan 75 per cent and 
cotton states 25. Every swbscriber 
will receive certificates of par- 
ticipation, which shall be _ trans- 
ferable on the committee’s books and 
bear 6 per cent interest. 

6 Cents Basis for Cotton. 

Loans will be made on notes -at 6 
per cent with warehouse receipts for 
cotton as collateral, on the basis of 6 
cents per pound for middling. All ex- 
penses for warehouse and insurance 
charges must be borne by the bor- 
rower. A guarantee fund is to be cre- 
ated by deductions of 3 per cent from 
the face value of all loans, which will 
be used also to provide funds for the 
payment of expenses of administration, 
estimated not to exceed 1-8 of 1 per 
eent of the fund. 

All applications for loans must be 
made before February 1, 1915. The 
loans will have a maturity of one year 
with a promise of renewal for six 
months on approval of the central 
committee. 

In the repayment 
the fund, the class 
be taken care of in 
larger degree until the 
amounts on each class become equal. 

Reserve Board’s Statement. 

The board's statement follows: 

“It is proposed to create in the man- 
ner hereinafter provided a fund of ap- 
proximately $135,000,000 be known 
as the. cotton loan fund, and to be 
used for the purposes herein stated. 


Subscribers to this fund shail be di- 
vided into two classes, to be designated 
respectively as ciass A and class Bs 
scribers. Class A oa ale shall con- 
sist of ‘banks and other corporations, 
firms er individuals located or resid- 
ing in other than the cotton produc- 
ing states of Aiabama, Arkansas, flor- 
ida, Ue orgia, Louisiara, Mississippi, 
North Carolina, OKlahoma, South Car- 
olina, Texas and Tennessee. 

“All class A ibscriptions, shall 
contingent upon the receipt of su 
scriptions of that class aggregating 
$100,000, 000. Class BB suoscriptions 
shali be made by banks or bankers lo- 
eated or resiauing in the cotton produc- 
ing states above mentioned, and as 
hereinafter explained; no class B sub- 
acriptions sheil be required except as 
a condition of a an loans to be 
made out of the fund to be created, and 
in such event subscriptions shall not 
be required to exceed 25 pe ent of 
the amount of the loan applied for

$4,000,000 BONDS 
NEEDED BY am i 


Estimates by Heads of Va- 
rious Departments Submit- 
ted to the Investigating 
Committee gf Council. 


According to estimates submitted by 
the heads of the various city depart- 
ments to the bond investigating com- 
mittee of council Tuesday afternoon a 
bond issue of $4,500,000 is needed to 
carry out all the improvements for 
which the city has been planning for 
years. 

Estimates submitted were $225,000 
for hospital, $1,000,000 for waterworks, 
$150,000 forthe fire department, $750,- 
000 for sewers, $1,500,000 for schools, 
$500,000 for streets, $250,000 for police 
equipment and $75,000 for parks. 

The committee heard from the heads 
of the various departments. Chief W. B. 
Cummings at first stated that the fire 
department would require about $255,- 
000 to replace all its equipment with 
motor-driven apparatus and put the 
department in such shape as to meet 
the demands incident to the growth of 
the city for five years to come. 

Wants Five More Stations. 

Among other things Chief Oum- 
mings appealed for five additional fire 
stations and equipment. When he 
was questioned by the board, Chief 
Cummings said that the city could 
realize but little on its present equip- 
ment for the reason that even the 
small cities are using motor apparatus 
and are not in the market for old style 
engines, 

General Manager W. Zode Smith told 
the committee that the water depart- 
ment would need approximately $1,- 
000,000 to make the plant large enough 
to meet the growing demands of the 
city. Included in his estimate was an 
amount sufficient to build a new sta- 
tion. 

Councilman Jesse B. Lee, chairman 
of the sewer committee, said that be- 
tween $750,000 and $1,000,000 will be 
needed for sewers. 

Alderman Jesse Armistead, chairman 
of the school committee, éstimated that 
it wil] require $1,500,000 to carry out 
the plans of the school board for ad- 
ditional grammar schools and new high 
schools for boys and girls, a commer- 
cial high school and tech high school. 
Hie said the money will take care of 
the needs of the department in the 
matter of schoo] buildings for at least 
twenty years. : 

For Street Improvements. 

It was roughly estimated that street 
improvements will cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $500,000. 

For police equipment, including 
three substations, it was estimated 
that $250,000 would be needed. 

Alderman McDonald said that $765,- 
000 is needed by the park board for u 
new building for the cyclorama. 

The committee discussed with the 
head each department the actual 
necessities of each department and 
several changed their estimates by 
cutting out numerous items.

COTTON FOR GERMANY 
WILL NOT BE BOTHERED 


Neither Will” Great BYitain| 
Interfere With Shipments 
for Austria. 


Washington, Octod Sr 27.—After dip- 
lomatic negotiations with Great Brit- 
ain, whose cruisers hold virtual con- 
trol of trans-Atlantic commerce, tke 
state department today announced that 
shipping would be safeguarded along 
these lines: 

American shippers can send cotton 
to Germany and Austria without in- 
terference by Great Britain. 

Arrangements are being made be- 
tween neutral countries in Europe to 
provide against_re-exportation of con- 
ditional contraband to belligerent coun- 
tries. 

Commerce between neutral countries 
will not be hindéred in the least by 
Great Britain as long as cargoes are 
specially consigned. 

American shippers will be supported 
in their claims against ibelligerents if 
American cargoes are lost when Ccar- 
ried in belligerent bottoms. ; 

Baron von Schoen, attached to.-the 
German embassy, today was formally 
notified by Acting Secretary Lansing 
of Great Britain's attitude toward cot- 
ton shipments. Mr. Lansing admitted 
receiving from Great Britain a list of 
articles of conditional contraband, but 
he declined to make’ it pwblic until 
Great Britain had formally proclaimed 
it as in effect. 

Mr. Lansing confirmed the an- 
nouncement made at London by Sir 
Edward Grey and by Sir Cecil Spring- 
Rice, the British ambassador, that cot- 
ton was not contraband and would not 
be declared as such by Great Britain. 

Informal inquiries were made today 
of the state department as to its atti- 
tude toward claims on. cargoes of neu- 
tral goods lost when belligerent ships 
were sunk. Mr. Lansing said there 
had been some cases of American 
goods lost in British merchant ships 


called to the attention of the depart- 
ment. While the whole subject of 
shipping has been worked out practi- 
cally anew since the declaration of 
London was not generally ratified, it 
was indicated that American shippers 
might file claims and would be sup- 
fported by the American government 
in this. “onnection.

In offering to resign, General Car- 
ranza said he was actuated only by 
the highest metives of patriotism and 
that acceptance or rejection of his 
offer must depend on whether or not 
his elimination would contribut to- 
ward peace and the furtherance of 
true. democratic ideas.

Bloodily Checked, 
Germans Still Try 
For Channel Ports 


In Fiercest Fighting of War, Kaiser’s Forces 
Are Driven Inland—Kaiser, However, Is Bent 
on Reaching Channel and He Personally Or- 
ders Heavy Reinforcements to Resume Dash. 
French Take the Offensive Near Nancy and 
Drive the Germans Across the Frontier—Ac- 
cording to French War Office, Allied Line Is 
Holding and Some Gains Are Made. 


London, October 28.—(2 a. m.)—Thousands upon thousands of 
German reinforcements have been added to the great masses of 
troops endeavoring to force their way to the northern ports of 
France. 

It is said this ceaseless pushing forward of vast bodies of Ger- 
man soldiers is by direct order of the emperor, whose eye is fixed on 
England, against which an early campaign is considered among the 
possibilities, provided a suitable base can be found from which to 
direct the forces. 

Similarly the allies have been strongly reinforced, and among 
the new troops at the front are the British Indians, who, according 


to all accounts, have been bearing themselves well. 


German Raid on Channel Ports 
Seems to Have Been Checked

as it is called here, seems to have been checked for the time being, 
or, at any rate, the Germans have made little, if any, progress since 
they crossed the Yser canal last Saturday. They, however, are still

linquished their posts in the constitu- 
tionalist army. 

The latest advices received by the 
state department from its’ special 
agents were dated Aguas Calientes, 
p. m. yesterday, and told of the visit 
of the twenty-eight Zapata delegates 
to Guadalupe, where General Villa has 
headauarters. They returned to the 
convention the same day. It appears 
that the Zapata representatives did not 
come as duly authorized delegates of 
the southern chief, but as a commis- 
sion to exchange impressions and views 
with delegates at the convention. When 
they had satisfied themselves of the 
character of the convention they were 
to report to Zapata and receive full 
authorization.

GERMANS FORCED 
ACROSS YSER. 


London, October 27.—A Central News 
dispatch from northeastern France says 
the Germans, in great part, were 
driven back across the Yser yesterday. 
Krench infantry, aided by monitors, 
accomplished the task. 

“When the Belgians undertook the 
defense of the Yser,”’ the dispatch con- 
tinues, “they held it for a week. Then 
by sheer weight of artillery and men, 
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the Germans pushed them back, but 
not before they had paid the full price 
of the temporary gain. 

“At least two army corps faced the 
Belgians. Their object was to force 
them right into France and thus turn 
the allies’ left. It cost the Belgians 
a thousand casualties to prevent this. 
It is reported on reliable authority that 
the German emperor had placed eight 
army corps in this part of the field. 
Their losses have been frightful; their 
successes virtually nil. 

“Toward the end of last week the 
Situation was doubtful: now there is 
no reason to fear fallure. On the con- 
trary. first class success may be looked 
for, which will place the Germans 
anally on the defensive in the west. 
Great progress is being made in the 
reorganization of the Belgian army.” 


GERMANS OBJECT 
TO BRITISH BAYONET. 


London, October 27.—Telegraphing 
about the fighting in Belgium, the cor- 
respondent of The Times in northern 
France, says: 

“The enemy’s most furious attack 
along the line of the Yser was at Ypres, 
where a quarter of a million Germans, 
for five critical days, were held back 
by the British force. 

“The artillery fire against the Brit- 
ishers in the trenches was terrible, 
churning up the earth and often bury 
ing the men by dozens. Repeatedly 
the enemy’s infantry advanced to with- 
in a few hundred yards, but every time 
our men leaped from the trenches and 
went at them with bayonet. The Ger- 
mans have no relish for a bayonet 
charge and they fled, firing their rifles 
over their shoulders as they ran. 

“Many hundreds were captured and 
thousands were killed and wounded. 
Still their shrapnel rained into the 
British trenches and fresh infantry 
took the places of the Germans who 
had been decimated. 

“The situation grew more and, more 
critical and it seemed that the British 
were likely to be borne down by sheer 


weight of numbers. Still they held | 
on. Friday came at last and with 
needed. reinforcements. The Teed a Bhd 
was saved and the Germans fell back 
fifteen miles.” 


INDIAN TROOPS 
STOPPED GERMANS. 


London, October 27.—A Daily Tele- 
graph dispatch dated “Northern 
France,” relates the first instance of 
the British Indian troops coming into 
action: 

“It was at La Bassee last week when. 
by a great effort, the Germans carried 
the British trenches and the positions 
leoked dangerous. An avalanche of 
the enemy poured through. 

“The supports of the British line 
were the Indian troops thirsting to 
prove their quality. It was a bayonet 
affair and the German’ advance was 
beaten and broken. The Indians ran 
through them, thrusting the foe back 
to receive the right and left fire of the 
British infantry, who awaited their 
coming. The Indians regained the 
lost trenches and pursued the enemy 
down the hill until their officers re- 
called them.” 


GERMAN WOUNDED 
ARE COUNTLESS. 


London, October 27.—(3:17 a. m.)j— 
Telegraphing from Flushing The Daily 
Mail’s correspondent says: 

“The gene: ‘al opinion is that the al- 
lies will soon be in Ostend again. Os- 
tend, like Bruges and Ghent, is over- 
flowing with wounded, and Antwerp Iit- 
self is now filling up.

Paris, Otober 27i\—A very brief offi- 
cial statement was issued at 11 o’clock 
tonight by the French war office re- 
zarding the great battle which is in 
progress in Belgium and northern 
France.

‘There is nothing to report except 
some progress on our part in the region 
to the south of Dixmude.”

PARIS SATISFIED 
BY REPORTS. 


Paris, October 27.—Paris today be- 
gan another twenty-four hours of wait- 
ing for news from the north, 
the fiercest fighting of the war. is now 
going on. Announcement that the 
Germans had been unable to make 
headway after their costly crossing of 
the Yser canal brought keen satisfac- 
tion to the people of the capital; previ- 
ous to this statement the movements of 
the enemy in the north had awakened 
considerable uneasiness in the public 
mind. 

Unofficial explanations followed this 
news: to wit, that itn an attack par- 
ticularly violent by a powerful and 
tenacious adversary such affairs were 
inevitable.

GERMANS DELAYED 
AND LOST WARSAW. 

Petrograd, October 27.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—Failure by the Germans to util- 
ize an opportune moment for an attack 
on Warsaw, after they had approached 
within eight miles without being dis- 
covered, turned the tide of the Ger- 
man invasion of Russian Poland, ac- 
cording to reliable advices received 
from the front today. 

Russian generals are absolutely at a 
loss to explain the German strategy In 
delaying a night attack until the op- 
portunity was lost. They express aid- 
miration of General von Morgen’s 
lightning advance of five German army 
corps over the difficult swamp region 
approaching Warsaw from the south- 
west. Almost within sight of the city, 
however, the enemy suddenly decided 
to delay the attack, and that allowed 
the Siberian and other Russian rein- 
forcements to give adequate protection. 

The Russian generals also have ex- 
pressed admiration of the Germans’ 
abrupt extrication when they found 
themselves outflanked, their retreat be- 
ing so complete and iprecipitate 
the Russians were anable to overtake 
and engage the rear guard in action 
for several miles.

Driven by Officers, 5,000 
Germans Crossed the Yser 
Only to Be Driven Back 
and Killed in Canal—2,500 
German Bodies Found in 
Waterway. | 


London, October 27.—The correspond- 
ent of The Daily Mail in northern 
France, telegraphing under date of 
Sunday night regarding the fighting 
river Yser, says: 

“There were 2,500 German bodies in 
the Yser canal this morning after the 
fighting in the night. Many of them 
were drowned and others were bayo- 
netted. The very water itself was 
bloody, while Dixmude’s streets were 
strewn thick with the dead. 

“These ghoulish facts alone give 
some idea of the savageness of the 
fighting, the desperation of the Ger- 
man attacks and the stubbornness of 
the allies’ resistance. 

ifell From Dark to Dawn. 

“The night was a hell from dark to 
dawn. At almost every point of the 
line man was opposed by man, some- 
times at a few hundred yards’ distance, 
but more often in close grips. Face 
to face men even wrestled and died by 
drowning each other in the canal’s 
waters. The Germans had had orders 
to get through that night, cost what 

might. 

“An officer of theifs, who was cap- 
tured, said that the delay of more than 
a week in crossing this waterway, had 
incensed the autocratic military mind 
in Germany. It must be crossed to- 
night if it costs thousands of men. 
That in effect was the order given and 
the German soldiers, all credit to them, 
did thelr bes® 

“Probably five thousand of them gave 
their lives last night. They could not 
give more, yet they failed, but not 
because the Germans did not literally 
obey their orders. They crossed thé 
waterway all right, as they were bid, 
but once through they could not make 
good. They were mowed down with 
rifle shot, torn into human fragments 
by ghells and bayonetted back yard by 
yard over their own dead into the 
waters of the canal. Into the very 
gray of the morning this bloody work 
went on so fiercely that there was 
hardly a trench or bridge guard in 
the whole line that did not imagine 
that he had been singled out for spe- 
cial attack. 

Hardly One of 5,000 Escaped. 

“It is believed that some five thou- 
sand Germans crossed the river Yser, 
but hardly one of them got back. 
Those to the north and northeast of 
Dixmude, probably two thousand, were 
met by a fine rally of the Belgian iIn- 
fantry and of the cavalry, who had 
tethered their horses, and were driven 
by main force, at the bayonet’s point, 
to the canal and into it. There must 
have been frantic scenes and the bodies 
seen in the water on the next day 
gave grim testimony of this.

By the death of his 
father and crown prince he became 
king. He reigned until 1910, when he 
was dethroned and fled from Portugal 
to England. ince this time Portugal 
has been under republican form of gov- 
ernment. Manuel was married in Sep- 
tember of 1913 to Princess Augustine 
Victoria, daughter of Prince William 
of Hohenzollern.

Powers Are Notified Step Will

London, October 27.—The Greek dip- 
lomatic representatives at the capitals 
of the great powers have given official 
notice of the decision of the Hellenic 
government to reoccupy Epirus, from 
which the Greek army was withdrawn 
in March in pursuance of the decisioa 
reached at the ambassadors’ conference 
fixing the status of that country. 

Greece claims that this decision is 
based upon the necessity of re-estab- 
lishing order and security in a coun- 
try adjacent to her territory now rid- 
died with anarchy, but at the same 
time she declares that this reoccupa- 
tion is a purely provisional measure 
and that she has no Intention of inter- 
vening in the Alvona district.

If Georgia Is to Cease 
Being One-Crop State 


By J. D Price, Commissioner of Agriculture. 

Strenuous and immediate action by the 
farmers, bankers, railroad men, brokers, 
Warehousemen, and commercial oganizations 
is necessary and imperative to change Geo- 
gia from a one- crop state to a state pro- 
ducing and marketing on a large. scale 
wheat, corn, oats, hogs and cattle. 

In other ‘words, there is no sense in talk- 
ing of large diversified crops and eXtensive 
live- Stock raising unless facilities are pro- 
Vided for handling and marketing the new 
Crop and the stock. 

Georgia farmers have heard that wheat 
-rOWsS here as abundantly as in any state in 
the west; they have been told efien how fine 
cattle can be raised here more@cheaply than 
in the wig.; they have heard time and again 
how Georgia could put a Chinese wall 
around herself and live inside the wall. All 
Of these possibilities have been dwelt upon 
before; wh:.t we want to-do now is 
“own to actua ‘ities. 

There are now and 
pasi, wrrehouses in every 
to which a farmer can go in 
the year and borrow money on his growing 
crop. What is the crop? Grain? No—cotton 
and more cotton. Each year he increases his 
crop, and borrows money an the increase for 
supplies and necessities. Cotton has repre- 
sented to him money, food, drink, clothing, 
amusements, everything.

Warehouses all over the state, 
cotton warehouses have ‘been in 
With adequate arrangements (for 
Zrain in larg quantities. They 
conducted so that the farmer can realize 
now that, when the time of the year comes, 
and he harvests his crop of grain, he can 
load up his wagons with grain, drive to the 
warehouse, and get a small advance on his 
crop, just as he did with cotton.

Where he can buy any amount of cotton; he 
would not think.of sending to Texas for it. 
Let make that true of wheat and other 
Srains; let us establish many grain markets 
in Georgia where the broker, rext spring, 
‘f©n buy any number of carloads at a mo- 
ment’s notice. 

Wheat sold for 92 cents a. bushel when the 
European war started: it has now gone to 
$1.12, and is daily increasing in‘price. Farm- 
ers in the west are even now holding for 
$1.25. The war méans prosperity for them 
and for the cattle men, when so many others 
in this country are facing ffnancial loss. It 
will mean prosperity for the Georgia farm- 
ers if they have grain and cattle to sell in 
the spring, when prices will be still higher. 
Wheat fields generally yielding twice as 
much as those in the United States are now 
Standing in Europe and Russian Asia with 
rotting grain.

To enourage raising meats 
would be to encourage the growing of al- 
most every kind of foodstuff. Stock will eat 
the waste from the garden, the potato patch, 
and from the orchard. Peas are excellent 
for hog-food, as weil as for cattle and 
horses. Apple pumice from making cider 
or vinegar put in a good box will keep a 
long time and will almost winter the stock 
hogs. Sugar beets grow well and after the 
sugar is extracted the pulps are excellent 
food for almost any kind of stock and can 
be kept the same as apple pumice by cheap 
form of silage. Bermuda grass grows well 
in all parts of Georgia and is excellent for 
pastures as well as many other grasses and 
weeds. 

I firmly believe that if the state would 
encourage this in the way of a bounty, it 
would bring meats and other foodstuff to a 
more reasonable price and would reduce the 
cotton acreage and would put both foodstuff 
and cotton on a firmer basis.

Building Grain Elevators 


Throughout the South 


Editor Constitution: I notice that In 
several places in Mississippi meetings -have 
heen held with the purpose of considering 
the advisability of building grain elevators. 

In 1805 when we had a similar condition, 
several communities met and proposed io 
erect packing houses. At that time I pro- 
tested against this, but one was erected at 
Natchez, and went into bankrupic and f 
feel quite sure that it will be several years 
\ before we need aby grain elevators in Mis- 
sissippi. 

That we need an enormous grain crop 
next year cannot be questioned. We can in- 
doubtedly sell any Kind of grain at any rail- 
road station itn Mississippi at a handsome 
profit. For the past three years the United 
States has not only not exported grain, but 
has actually imported it in large quantities. 
The present year we have grown the 
enormous crop ever grown in our histor: 
The price is higher than for years, and must 
continue to advance. 

A recent report of our agricultural de- 
partment shows that while we have grown 
an enormous crop, yet the grain crop of the 
world ts two hundred million bushels short 
of last year. In many places in Europe the 
present ‘grain crop has not been harvested, 
and neither are the lands being re-seeded, 
and unless the southern states put their en- 
tire area in grain next year, there will be 
many hungry people throughout the world 
another season. 

Two large grain crops never follow in 
guceession, and We should grow all the grain 
we can to reduce as far as possible the cost 
of living. We have thousands of people now 
out of employment, and these people are en-, 
titled to a living, and must be fed. After 
next year the southern people should grow 
cotton. J agree that this is a cotton country, 
and if grown along sane lines, would make 
us the richest people in the world. All of us 
should, however, produce our own food 
crops—grain and meat—and then grow all 
the cotton possible. 

I feel that we have learned 
and that in the future this will be done. Not

our own bread, but I cannot believe that we 
need grain elevators. There are now several 
in Mississippi that have. been idle for years. 

This can be 
done with live stock better than in any other 
wavy, and if we should proceed to grow grain 
and ship out the grain, we will hot enrich 
our soils, but will continue to rob them of 
their fertility. So send don't get hysterical 
and spend money selessly on grain ele- 
vators, Dut let’s seed eed along sane and ra- 
tional lines, and prepare not only to grow 
our own grain and meat, but also to build 
up our soils by the same process.
